The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . Claim 49, line 4, after "pipes" insert -wherein each light pipe is 
associated with a separate segment to be lit-. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none 
of the prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed 
combination of limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 
Specifically, in reference to independent claim 1 , none of the prior art either alone 
or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed method of displaying 
performance information on athletic eyewear, specifically including, as the 
distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations, the claimed 
embedding a plurality of light up segments and a plurality of light pipes in the lens 
to form a segment display with each light pipe associated with a separate 
segment to be lit. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 4, none of the 
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prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed method of 
displaying performance information on athletic eyewear, specifically including, as 
the distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations, the claimed 
pouring resin in a mold and suspending a plurality of light up segments and a 
plurality of light pipes in the resin prior to hardening with each light pipe 
associated with a separate segment to be lit. Specifically, in reference to 
independent claim 29, none of the prior art either alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of the claimed athletic eyewear capable of displaying 
information, specifically including, as the distinguishing features in combination 
with the other limitations, the claimed plurality of light up segments and plurality 
of light pipes embedded within the lens to form a segment display with each light 
pipe associated with a separate segment to be lit. Specifically, in reference to 
independent claim 33, none of the prior art either alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of the claimed athletic eyewear capable of displaying 
information, specifically including, as the distinguishing features in combination 
with the other limitations, the claimed display comprising a plurality of light up 
segments and plurality of light pipes with each light pipe associated with a 
separate segment to be lit and wherein an end of each light pipe is attached to a 
shutter. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 49, none of the prior art 
either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed method of 
displaying performance information on athletic eyewear, specifically including, as 
the distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations, the claimed 
forming a segment display from a plurality of light up segments and a plurality of 
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light pipes with each light pipe associated with a separate segment to be lit and 
attaching the display to one or more lens of an article of athletic eyewear.
